This  ac 
cusAt'ton  comes  from  a  constable  and 
he  wants  us  to  "itemixe"  our  criticism 
little  more  fullv.

tice in  a  short  article  thb  time.  We 
will  try  to  "itemixe"  although  we  do 
not  wish  to  be  personal.  Perhaps 
if  his  bill  against  the  town  had  been 
"itemized'"  and  published  in  the  Town 
Report  just  issued  as  it  was  "item- 
we  should  have  been  able  to 
have  comprehended  why  the  salaries 
of  our  constables,  some  of  whom 
don't  earn  their  salt,  run  from  $95  to 
We  hope  he  will  "itemize"  oext 
if  he  is  re-elected  at  the  coming 
March  meeting  but  we  still  more  hope 
voters  will  at  that  time  come 
to  their  senses  long  enough  to  para- 
hze  the  little  game  of  his  and  some 
others  in  the  same  board,  of  present- 
ing bills  for  the  town  to  pay  for  which 
they  have  no  more  claim  than  has 
one  of  Lord  Wolseley's  privates  in 
the  Egyptian  deserts. 
Butfnow  for  a  little  "itemizing;"  we 
iil  commence  early  In  the  year.  On 
March  3d,  last,  shortly  after  the  elec- 
tion of  constables  on  that  day  a  row 
and  fi»ht  took  place  between  two  of 
pugilistic  citizens  while  passing 
out  of  the  Town  Hall  and  not  six  feet 
from  where  this  trouble  occurred 
stood  two  of  our  newly  elected  con- 
stables looking  on  as  complacently  as 
f  such  things  were  evary  day  affairs. 
And  one  of  those  constables  was  the 
one  whose  criticism  calls  for  this  arti- 
cle. We  have  "itemized"  this  little  oc- 
currence for  his  special  benefit. 

Early  last  spring  a  man  arrived  in 
Cohasset  on  the  first  afternoon  train 
And  proceeded  immediately  by  way  of 
Elm  street  toward  the  harbor.  He 
rts  in  a  state  of  beastly  intoxication 
ind  amused  himself  in  stoning  the 
school  scholars  who  had  just  been 
dismissed.  When  In  front  of  the 
shoe  store  of  Mr.  P.  Bates  one  of  our 
constables  actually  mustered  up  su fa- 
courage  to  arrest  the  man  and 
with  the  assistance  of  some  few  look- 
he  was  placed  in  an  express 
wagon  and  taken  to  th«  lock  up  where 
he  spent  the  night.  In  the  morning 
he  was  allowed  by  the  officer  to  depart 
without  being  taken  to  court.  For 
thb,  we  arc  informed,  the  officer  laid 
himself  liable  to  fine  or  Imprisonment. 
One  of  our  other  officers  also  did  lhe 
•ame  thing  with  one  of  our  own  citi- 
zens, arresting  htm  when  too  drunk  to 
•land  and  allowing  him  to  depart  In 
the  morning.  On  the  evening  of  Dec. 
19,  last,  while  a  ball  was  In  progress 
at  the  Town  Hall,  *  few  boys  and 
would  be  roughs  nmuscd  themaelves 
l-y  creating  a  disturbance  In  the  gal- 
lery  and  after  an  officer  who  wa»  In 
attendance  had  been  repeatedly  re 
•juested  to  clear  the  gallery  It  became 
necewary  for  one  of  the  managers  of 
the  party  to  go  into  the  gallery  and 
cl*ar  It  hlmsolf.  That  constable 
«»ld«  ly  afraid  of  the  boyi.  We 
«hould  like  lo  tec  him  face  a  man. 

Our  space  will  not  permit  ua  to 
dwell  longar  on  this  mattar  In  this  Is- 
sue but  we  could  easily  fill  a  volume 
with  similar  cases  In  which  our  noble 
polk*  force  have  shown  their  lack  of 
courage  or  desire  to  enforce  the  laws 
'P\H»  they  have  taken  an  oath  to  do.

to  bo  the  retained  attorney  of  law  break-

tor'*  pmcrlptlon  for  •UninUnt,  while 
another  run*  a  hack  door  groggery  n 
tcalcdr  To  all  thl.  th.re  were  murmon 
of  *H»ent,  but  I  did  not  nndortUuid  the 
apeaker  to  recommend  licence  as  the  only 
or  the  beat  alternative.  On  the  contrary, 
he  declared  •hlmaelf  in  favor  of  prohibition. 

Another  *peakLr  thought  the  abuses  can 
never  bo  *opprea*«4  nntil  Importation, 
manufacture,  aod  eale  axe  nationally  pro- 
hibited.

Onr 
pie  and  evident  duty  I*  to  throw  every 
possible  obstacle  In  the  way  of  wicked 
traffic,  and  let  the  men  of  coming  year* 
lake  tbe  workup  where  we  leave  1L.

No  magazine  strong  enough  to  resist 
his  blandishments.  He  is  the  supreme 
boss  of  the  literaturo  ol  the  dny,  and 
annot  get  on  without  him. 


There  is  a  man  not  a  thousand  miles 
from  this  city  who  introdnccs  some 
very  original  statements  :n  the  prayois 
he  offers  at  the  church  prayer  meetibgs. 
One  of  his  latest  efforts  in  this  lino  was 
likening  the  church  to  n  ship,  and  ex- 
pressing tho  desire  thnt  the  church 
might  not  he  retarded  in  it's  onward 
progress  by  "carbuncles  on  the  bot- 
tom."—-Springfield  Union.

It  required 
national  action  lo  meet  the  vast 
requlreroouls  of  this  Important  question 
Tue  colored  men  ol  tho  South  were 
gathering  that  spirit  of  deterulnittlou 
and  resistance,  which  may  be  controlled 
for  a  law  year*  but  which  caunut  lie 
000 trolled  for  auy  gi-eat  length  «f 
time  without  education.  The  uuly 
remedy  wa*  •iiligblanmeut  aud  tlmt 
must  be  dUpieed  among  both  wlilto* 
and  blacks,  not  by  rhnrity  hut  by  tlio 
government.

Names  of  Nations. 

These  arc  derived  principally  from 
somo  peculiar  cause  or  object 
instance,  Ireland — which  Julius  Caesar 
first  called  Hibernia — is  a  kind  of  mod- 
ification of  Erin,  or  the  country  ol  Iho 

ScoUand  from  Scotia,  a  triho  which 
originally  came  from  Ireland.  It  was 
aneiently  called  Caledonia,  which 
means  a  mountainous  country — forests 
and  lands. 

Portugal,  the  anciout  Luhitauia. 
was  so  named  from  a  town  on  tho  river 
Douro  called  Calo,  opposite  to  which 
the  inhabitants  built  a  ciiy  called  Porto 
or  Oporto.  And  whon  the  conntry 
was  recovered  from  tbo  Moors  the  i 
habitants  combined  the  two  words  n: 
culled  it  Portucala — benco  Portugal. 

Spain,  tho  ancient  Iberia,  from  t 
river  Ibcrius,  or  Ilispania  from  the 
Phoenician  Spauiga,  which  signifies 
abounding  with  rabbits,  which  animals 
are  very  numerous  in  that  country, — 
hence  Spain. 

France,  from  the  Frauks,  a  peoph 
of  Germany  who-  conquered  that 
country.  Its  ancient  name  wns  Celta, 
Gaul  or  Galle-Barcchata,  tbo  latter 
signifying  striped  hrecehes  which  woro 
worn  hy  the  natives. 

Switzerland,  the  ancient  Holvotia, 
was  so  named  hy  the  Auslriaus,  who 
called  the  inhabitants  of  these  moun- 
tainous countries  Sebweitzers. 

It*ly  received  its  present  name  from 
a  renowned  prince  named  Italus.  It 
was  called  Hespcrius  from  its  western 
locality. 

Holland,  the  aucieut  Batavia,  a  war 
like  people,  was  so  named  from  tbo 
German  bold,  the  English  of  which  is 
hollow,  tmplying  a  very  low  country. 
Tho  Inhabitants  nro  called  Dutch  from 
the  German  dcutsch  or  tcuscb. 

Sweden  aud  Norway  wero  anciontly 
colled  Scandinavia,  which  tho  modern 
autiqnnrians  think  means  a  country 
tho  woods  of  which  havo  been  burned 
ordostroyed.  The  appellation  Swcdeu 
is  Irom  Sietuna  or  Suitheod.  Tho  na- 
tive term  Norway  or  uorlhorn  way  ex- 
plains Itself. 

I'russia  from  Peuzzi,  it  Sclavonic 
race ;  but  some  writers  suppose  it  took 
its  name  from  Burrio,  nnd  tho  Sclavonic 
syllablo  po,  which  means  cdjacent  or 
near. 

Denmark  means  the  marchos,  terri- 
tories orboundnries  of  tho  Danes. 

Russia  is  tho  nuclont  Snrmatia, 
which  hns  subsequently  named  Mus- 
covy. It  derives  Its  present  oamo  from 
Russi,  a  Sclavonic  tribe  who  fonndod 
tho  Russian  monarcy.  Tho  original 
savage  inhabitants  used  to  paint  their 
bodies  in  order  to  appear  more  tcrriblo 
in  battle.  They  generally  lived  in  the 
mountains  and  thoir  chariots  were  their 
only  habitations. 

Turkey  look  its  nauio  frem  the  Turks 
or  Turkomans,  which  signifies  wander- 
ors,  nnd  originally  bolougod  to  the 
Scytblaus  or  Tartars.  It  is  Momcttmes 
called  tlio  Ottoman  Erupiro,  from  Otho- 
man,  one  ol  their  princlpul  leaders. 
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A  scientist  has  Invented  a  system  of 
colured  photography.  Little  by  little 
the  negro  is  getting  his  rights.— Post.

Tho  shipping  season  begins 
in  Jnly,  increases  until  tbo  holidays, 
then  grndualy  decreases  until  tho  crop 
is  disposed  of  in  the  spring.  Fifty  tons 
daily  are  now  heing  sent  ont,  and  the 
crop  of  1884  will  roach  5000  tons. 
Twenty  thousand  stalks  are  raised  upon 
an  acre  of  ground.  It  is  said  that 
2000  persons  in  that  locality  are  on- 
gnged  in  this  industry. 


A  Snow-Imprisoned  Train.

How  To  Treat  Frozen  Apples. 

It  is  the  general  opinion  that  an  a 
plo  once  frozen  is  of  little  value — 
fact,  that  it  will  he  soft  and  lifeless 
but  it  is  not  so  if  it  docs  not  thaw  too 
rapidly,  and  is  not  dislurhcd  nntil  the 
frost  is  entirely  out.  When  it  is 
•  covered  thnt  a  barrel  of  apples 
frozeu,  tho  usual  practice  is  to  rcu 
them  to  a  warm  place,  and  sometimes 
thoy  are  taken  ont  of  the  barrel 
plnuged  into  cold  water.    This  ii 
wrong.    When  an  npplo  is  frozen  it 
should  bo  left  undisturbed  uutil  it 
very  certain  that  the  frost  is  all  out 
it.    If  the  apples  are  in  an  open  harrel 
or  box,  they  should  he  covered  over  s< 
as  to  keep  them  cool  and  in  tho  dark 
hut  in  doing  so,  caro  shonld  bo  taker 
not  lo  touch  the  fruit,  for  whenever  a 
frozeu  apple  is  touched  it  will  make 
soft  place.    In  fact  tho  simple  rolling 
of  a  barrel  of  apples  over  will  ruin  it 
In  freezing,  npplcs  shrink  so  mncb 
thnt  a  barrel  will  not  he  full  hy  nearly 
a  peck ;  in  conseqnonce  of  this,  in 
rolling  a  bnrrel  over  it  hruises  every 
apple,   and  every  bruise  will  show 
when  the  apples  thaw,  and  will  soon 
begin  to  decay. 

When  apples  are  frozeu  in  tight 
barrels,  if  tboy  are  not  started  until  en- 
tirely thawed  ont,  it  will  uot  injure 
them  iu  the  least,  unless  tboy  cbanco 
to  be  in  iho  open  air  or  whore  lbey 
will  suddenly  thaw  out.  When  nnder 
cover  in  a  tight  room,  or  a  cellar,  it 
frcquedlly  requires  several  weeks  for 
them  to  thaw  out.  The  second  time 
an  apple  freezes  there  is  more  danger 
ol  injury,  but  under  lavorablo  condi- 
tions au  apple  may  be  frozen  and  thaw- 
ed threo  times  without  injury.

and  look  for  it  about  your  windows 
tboso  bright  sunny  days.  When  you 
find  it,  go  for  it ;  hand-pick  it !  Constaut 
vigilance  in  destroyiug  lbo  beetle  will 
nave  you  hours  of  labor  in  lbo  comiug 
spring  and  summer,  Mauy  homos 
wero  infested  with  this  pcit  last  year. 
There  must  be  a  combiuod,  uuitcd 
effort  iu  destroying  tbo  bcolle,  if  you  do 
not  wish  to  repeat  even  a  more  serious 
experience  than  that  of  last  summer. 
Do  noi  think  when  you  seo  a  little 
creature  with  black  head,  white  capped 
eyes,  brick  colored  body,  wing  cases 
tlotied  with  black,  and  with  six  little 
logs,  thnt  it  is  only  a  hunsless  little 
bug,  sunning  on  your  carpet,  crawling 
up  lbs  base- board  or  uerosstbe  window- 
pnno.  Tls  tho  Buffalo  beetle, — go  I 
It !  Exterminate  it !  Quito  likely 
dilllgont  search  may  reveal  it  to  yon 
in  packages  of  clothing  laid 
All  garments  tlmt  arc  not  in  constant 
use  should  be  overhauled  and  hrushed, 
and  the  beetles  killed  as  fast  as  lound, 
If  uuraoloslnd,  the  female  beetle  will 
deposit  its  eggs  under  tho  edges  of 
carpels,  among  furs,  clethos  packed 
away,  etc.,  and  from  theso  1 
duced  the  brown-black,  hitiry  Buffnlo 
moth.  As  soon  as  lnilohed,  tho  youug 
larvii'  begin  thoir  depredations,  and 
you  need  not  ho  assured  they  "live  to 
oat." 

Tbo  surost  remedy  yet  discovered  to 
prevent  tbo  ravages  of  this  pestiferous 
insoct,  is  to  search  out  and  destroy  tbo 
beetle,  nnd  now,  for  lbo  next  30  or  40 
days  is  your  goldou  opportunity.

Thoy  havo  been  mostly  connected  with 
Biblical  matters,  nnd  intended  to  further 
party  interests.  It  is  said  that  Field,  a 
printer  of  the  time  of  Charles  L,  was 
paid  £1,500  by  tho  Independents  to  alter 
a  singlo  letter  in  tbo  third  vorso  of  Aots, 
vi.,  so  as  to  mako  tho  word  "wo"  read 
"ye,"  and  so  as  to  give  the  right  of  np- 
pointing  pastors  to  tho  people,  and  uot 
to  the  apostles.  Tho  deplorable  state  of 
the  pross  in  Field's  time  may  be  realized 
from  the  fact  that  Bishop  Usher,  on  his 
way  to  preach  at  Pnul'a  Cross,  naked  nt  a 
stationer's  for  a  copy  of  tho  Biblo ;  and 
an  examining  it  found,  to  bis  astonish- 
ment, thnt  the  text  from,  which  be  was 
abont  to  preach  was  not  in  tho  book  I 
The  well  known  "Vinegar  Bible"  was 
published  in  1717,  and  obtains  its  namo 
from  the  Parable  of  the  Vineyard  being 
printed  as  the  Parable  of  the  Vinegar. 
One  of  tho  most  willful  alterations  of  the 
text,  and  ono  which  cost  its  perpetrator 
her  life,  wns  committed  by  the  widow  of 
a  German  printer.  Ono  night,  while  an 
edition  of  the  Bible  was  being  printed  in 
hex  bouse,  she  took  tho  opportunity  of 
nltering  the  word  Herr  into  Xarr,  mak- 
ing the  verse  read:  "be  shall  bo  thy 
fool,"  instead  of  "he  shall  bo  thy  lord." 
Tho  celebrated  Bibles  of  Sixtus  V.  Their 
polo  fame  is  themullitn.lonf  errata  which 
crowd  their  pnger,  notwithstanding  that 
his  Holiness  Sixtns  V.  carefully  super- 
intended every  sheet  as  it  passed  throngh 
the  press,  and  finally  prefixed  to  the  first 
edition  a  bull  forbidding  any  alteration 
in  the  text.

Not  eating  and  drinking  ot  tho  some 
time.  In  Huxley's  "  Elomenls  of  Physi- 
ology" he  divides  foods  into  proteids, 
which  are  composed  of  earboo.  hydrogen, 
oxygen  and  nitrogen,  and  which  consists 
of  glnten,  albumen,  blood  serum,  fibrin, 
tonin,  casein,  gelatin  aud  cbondrin ; 
fats,  which  aro  composed  of  carbon,  hy- 
drogen and  oxygen,  nnd  consist  of  all 
fntty  matters  and  oils ;  amyloids,  which 
aro  composed  of  carbon,  hydrogen  and 
oxygen,  and  consist  of  starch,  dextine, 
sugar  and  gum,  aud  minerals,  which  con* 
sist  of  water  and  sundry  alkalis,  earths 
and  metals.
